This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
addressed to the U.S. Department of Labor s Office of tire Solicitor in accordance 
with 5 U.S.C. §552(a). The Office of the Assistant Secretary for Policy conducted 
an agency search for tire following records from January 20,2017, through the date 
the search is conducted: 

• "All records reflecting communications (including email messages, email 
attachments, calendar invitations, memoranda or background material for 
meetings, or handwritten or typed notes taken during meetings) between any 
political appointees* at your agency and any employee or representative of Ballard 
Partners, including, but not limited to, any of the following individuals: 

• Any individual using an email address ending in ballardfl.com, 

• Brian Ballard, Sylvester Lukis, Susan "Susie" Wiles, Dan McFaul, 

• Rebecca Benn, Justin Sayfie, James "Jamie" Rubin, Otto Reich, 

• Raj Shah, Pam Bondi, Robert Wexler, Jose Felix Diaz, Katherine San Pedro, 
Karl Bowers, Sara Pennington, Hannah Walters, or Sara Nuvy." 

Our search yielded records responsive to your request. We are releasing the 2 
pages of records that are redacted in part pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552 (b)(6). 

Exemption 6 permits the withholding of information contained in personnel and 
medical files and similar files the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy." 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). 
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Your request for a fee waiver is approved. Pursuant to the Department's FOIA 
regulation at 29 CFR §70.40 (c)(3) no reproduction charges were assessed.
